Thing for the People. 


There tire now twenty-six pa­ 
tients in the State Pasteur In sti­ 
tute at Austin, th*- average being 
about twenty, but the maximum 
was thirty-eight, who were there 
several months ago. 
A recent ar­ 
rival ie a veterinary sergeon who 
was bitten by a mad horse. 
The 
institute continues to fid successful 
preventative work, having lost only 
one patient out of two hundred, 
and while the charges are quite 
small and free if the patient is in­ 
digent; the institute has paid its 
own expenses and has an accumu­ 
lated surplus of nearly $2,000. 
It can be said that the estab 
linim ent of the institute has been 
a Godsend to many a person who 
hat* been bitten by a mad dog, 
rabid cat or coyote or other ani­ 
mals, and who have been rushed 
to Austin and successfully treated 
The railroad 
fare is small, the 
charges for treatment is but $25, 
and board at any place the patient 
cares to stop. 
Heretofore patients 
would be compelled to go to St. 
Louis or Chicago at a great cost, 
and pay $100 to 8200 for the treat­ 
ment with high board in addition. 
A number of poor people who eau 
come to Austin could not begin to 
have taken the treatment in Chica­ 
go and would have probably died 
of the awful discase hydrophobia. 
As an adjunct to the Pasteur 
Institute the asylum keeps several 
hundred rabbits, as it is necessary 
to sacrifice a rabbit daily. 
Every day of the year a rabbit 
dies of hydrophobia and the virus 
from it is preserved for giving the 
treatment to the patient in the in- 
Btitue. 
The tieatment consists of 
injecting the virus in many stages, 
hence the daily dying and inocula­ 
tion of a rabbit. Rabbits are select­ 
ed because they are not wild and 
subject the operators to no danger. 
A rabbit 
with hydrophobia d o e s 
not go into agony and bite every­ 
thing in sight as tither animals 
would do, and for this reason they 
are selected to be sacrificed for the 
benefit of mankind, their 
very 
gentleness 
being th*- reason for 
using them 
But it is uecessary 
to save the lives of human beings.
